000,000 might be provided by the rail 
way credit corporation, the president 
stated "recourse to the reconstruc- 
tion corporation by the railroads will 
be much less than was originally 
thought."

chiefs, Mr. Hoover said "the coordin- 
ation of programs and policies has 
been arrived at by the government j 
and the railway agencies to effect j 
a meeting- of the situation.

said: 


"I have held a number of confer- 


ences" for Survey ~et the railway sit- 
uation and for ' determination of 
general policies 'to respect to the 
railroads.

corporation, members of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission dealing 
with these problems, and representa- 
tives of the railway credit corpora- 
lion.

TEETH 
and Your Health 


This Is the Twenty-third of a series of articles published 
by the Ontagamie Dental Society. Readers are invited to 
send in their qnestions. They wffl be answered by quali- 
fied experts of the Dental Society. 


From birth to the age of 12 years big changes 


take place in. the development of the jaws. During 
this period of growth and development the bones 
are easily molded and subject to changes by forces 
applied. Because variations may be easily brought 
-about at this time it is important that anything 
which may inadvertently modify normal develop- 
ment be carefully guarded against. 


Let us consider today the effects of thumb suck- 


ing and mouth breathing. 
The first of these is 


probably the more prevalent. Added to the inher- 
ent tendency all babies have of putting their thumbs 
and fingers in their mouths is the teething period. 
During the teething period the finger or thumb is 
frequently used to cause pressure over the reddened 
and congested gum of the tooth about to erupt be- 
cause it gives the child temporary relief from pain 
and helps in cutting of the tooth. If a teething 
ring is supplied the child at this time and its use 
encouraged, there is less likelihood for the child -to 
develop the thumb-sucking habit. 


Many parents readily grant that thumb-sucking 


is an ungracious habit, but feel that there is no par- 
ticular harm in it. Observation and experience how- 
ever, prove that the habit may not be dismissed so 
lightly. 
Constant pressure of the thumb or fingers 


on the front teeth causes the upper teeth to pro- 
trude. Because the mouth is partially opened, the 
back teeth erupt further than they should, so that 
after a time the front teeth no longer meet. The ab- 
normal inward pressure of the muscles in the act of 
sucking prevents the normal and necessary expan- 
sion of the arches. Thus a proportional narrowing 
of the arches result. 


The bones that make up the roof of the mouth and ths 


floor of the nose are the same. Thus, a narrow upper arch 
also means a narrow nose, thru which breathing- becomes 
difficult. All these conditions become exaggerated when 
the child starts breathing thru his month. Parents should 
jnaka every effort to prevent or to correct the habit as soon 
as possible. There are various <3evices, either home-made 
or manufactured, vrhich can be used to good advantage. 


One often hears tta thought escpressecl that the thumb- 


sucking habit will correct itself as the child grows older. 
This is quite true but by that time the damage is already 
cone. The child has not only impaired his masticatir.ir effi- 
ciency, bat has also established a deformity of the face 
which is lifelong1. The dental profession, has means at its 
command by which the resulting conditions may be partially 
or wholly corrected. It Is, however, evident that wisdora 
lies In their prevention. 


In month breathers there Is an underdevelopment of the 


nose because of lack of normal function. Air which Is nor« 
mally breathed is warmed in the r.ose and also filtered of 
many impurities. Air breathed thru the mouth does not re- 
ceive this preparation, hence in mouth breathers there Is a 
greater tendency to lung disease. Jwst as thumb-sucking 
Influences development of the nose and leads to mouth, 
breathing, so nouth breathing in turn Influences tha de- 
velopment of the upper dental arch, since in each Instance 
the same bones are modified. 


Mouth breathing, as stated before, may be a result of 


thumb sucking or it may be due to adenoids or nasal de- 
formities. Whatever the cause may be, an examination 
should b«J made and steps taken to restore normal breathing. 
A watchful waiting to see whether nature will remedy con- 
dition* often proves disastrous.

THE DOCTRINE OP NON- 


RECOGNITION 


On January 7, Secretary of State 


Stimson, with attention centered on 


' the Sino-Japanese dispute, announced 
a policy the application of which can 
be widespread and far-reaching. 


It is this: "The United States gov- 


ernment does not intend to recognize 
any situation, treaty or agreement 
which may be brought about by means 
contrary to the covenants and obliga- 
tions of the Pact of Paris of August 
27, 1928, to which treaty both China 
'and Japan, as well as the United 
States, are parties." 


The enunciation of this doctrine of 


non-recognition adds a definite sanc- 
tion to the Kellogg-Briand pact and 
virtually reads into that pact the sub- 
stance of some of the very clauses in 
the covenant of the League of Nations 
at which the senate balked most. 


The League Assembly, by a unan- 


imous proclamation on March 11, 
affirmed this Stimson doctrine and in 
reasserting the covenant's 
guarantee 


that no treaty or territorial line shall 
be changed except by peaceful means, 
adds this new sanction of non-recogni- 
tion to the covenant, thereby bring- 
ing the United States government clos- 
er to the principles of the League's 
much-discussed sanctions than it has 
ever been before. 


Three of the sanctions in Article 


XVI of the League covenant are, by 
this doctrine of con-recognition, ac- 
cepted in principle by the United 
States. 


They are first, the diplomatic sanc- 


tion. While the League proposes the 
withdrawal of diplomatic relations, Mr. 
Stimson arrives at the same goal by re- 
fusing to accredit a diplomat to the 
newly created state of Manchuria—a 
policy which all League members have 
followed. 


Second, the financial sanction. The 


application of the Stimson doctrine 
will effectively stop the lending of 
money to non-recognized states and 
will inevitably result in a serious cur- 
tailment of financial 
relations with 


states having violated treaty obliga- 
tions, as is now taking1 place in the 
case of Japan. 


Then there is the economic sanction. 


Non-recognition does not imply the 
severance of trade relations, but trade 
is bound to dwindle whenever finan- 
cial relations are disturbed and credits 
withheld. 


Mr. Stimson's doctrine seems the 


logical and inescapable result of at- 
tempts to enforce a peace pact to which 
this country is a part}-. There is no 
evidence that its declaration was op- 
posed by Senator Borah of the Foreign 
Relations committee, or any other 


( member of the senate. Yet it involves 
| some very important principles of the

NOT ATJ. RIGHT HANDED PER- 


SONS ABE I£PX»BBAINBD 
In New York City the board of 


education adopted a new policy for 
dealing with left-handednesa, begin- 
ning with the opening of school In 
1928. Up to that time the arbitrary 
methods of old fashioned pedagogy 
had prevailed. 
Any 
left-handed 


youngster who didn't stop his non- 
sense and behave Just like the right- 
handed majority was In wrong and 
10 were the youngster's parents If 
they had the, er, Interior equipment 
to demand Intelligent consideration 
for the child. But In 192$ the New 
York public schools began to pro- 
vide Instruction in •writing with the 
left hand for children who are na- 
turally left-handed. 


'Approximately four out of a hun- 
dred children 
are naturally left- 


handed. Them are various scientific 
means of determining left-handed- 
ness, besides the natural preference 
of the child and his obviously great- 
er skffl in the use of the left hand. 
One test Is a measurement of the 
length of the bones of the forearms, 
the. ulna plus measurement; even in 
the Infant -this Is always greater on 
the preferred side, that Is, the ulna 
and metatarsal Is longer In the left 
arm. of a left-handed Individual and 
the tight is longer In a right hand- 
ed individual. Another test is made 
with the manuseope, which shows 
which eye Is predominant, for right, 
or left eyedness is universal and as 
natural an Index of right and left 
brainedness as is> dexterity. Many 
who are left-eyed are but feebly left- 
handed, or perhaps we should say 
they are naturally ambidextrous but 
have trained the right hand more 
thoroly for skilled acts such as 
writing, sewing, drawing, painting. 


Educators are beginning to com- 


prehend that it Is unwise to force a 
naturally left-handed child to use 
only the right band for writing, 
drawing, sewing. One reason why 
this arbitrary attempt to reverse 
hand-edness Is unwise Is that it often 
causes not 
only stuttering but 


cramping of the child's natural style, 
facility In writing, drawing, spell- 
Ing, sentence construction. To ex- 
plain how this all comes about Is 
difficult because "most educators are 
so complacently Ignorant of human 
physiology and anatomy. 
These 


subjects are rather nasty, In the 
mental complex of the 
old 
time 


pedagogue. Thus it Is that our In- 
tellectual class rather glories In its 
ignorance of human anatomy and

The 7 per cent tax on the domestic consump- 
tion of electricity, one of the measures proposed 
by Ogden L. Mills, secretary of the treasury, is 
far from being a fair tax in that form. 


Many electric companies like the one in De- 


troit, make a higher charge for small quantities 
of current consumed than for larger amounts. In 
Detroit the charge on a bimonthly bill Is 10 cents 
for the first SO units, 4 cents for the nest 100 
units, and 2 1-2 cents per unit thereafter. 


Under a 7 per cent tax, the taxpayer who used 


SO units would pay a tax of 21 cents; but one 
who used 10 times that amount, or 300 units, 
would not pay 10 times the tax, $2.10, but only 
79 cents. In other words, the tax on the small 
consume? would be out of an proportion to the 
tax on the large consumer. 


A specific tax per kilowatt-hour •would bt 


fairer, and would fall equally on all consumers, 
wherever they may be, and whatever they may 
pay for their current.—Detroit News.
